An interesting record by Edward Kilenyi con- 
tains a first domestic recording of Beethoven's 
Polonaise in C major, Op. 89 and also a first 
recording (as far as we can trace) of Mendels- 
sohn's Scherzo a Capriccio in F sharp major. 


Mr. Kilenyi's sympathetic rendition of these 
seldom heard selections has been well recorded. 
An excellent record of music off the beaten track.

The Russian composer, Nicolas Medtner, may

Although the concept of the work differs 
from most popular versions, it is an interesting 
one, nonetheless, for it stresses the virtuoso aspects. 


The only other recordings by this composer- 
pianist were some of his own compositions, but 
these records have not been available for some 
time. 


BEETHOVEN: Symphony No. 3 in E flat major, 
Op. 55 ("Eroica"). London Phiiharmonic Or- 
chestra conducted by Victor De Sabata. Seven

Victor De Sabata's highly individual interpre- 
tation of the "Eroica" Symphony has been superbly 
recorded by English Decca. The first two move- 
ments are taken quite slowly. The third move- 
ment moves more quickly and the finale is gener- 
ally slower than most recorded performances. As 
a matter of fact, the second movement is taken 
so slowly that one's attention may wander. All in 
all, this performance is a minor disappointment, 
considering the other excellent recordings by this 
eminent conductor.

The 
aria from "Die Zauberflöte" is also beautifully 
sung. Incidentally, this is a different recording than 
the one contained on P-PXO1024, Those who were 
fortunate enough to have seen Tauber as Tamino 
will cherish this record. It should also serve as a 
model for many younger singers. 

The recording, which favors the voice at the 
expense of the orchestra, is generally good.

Although the sonatas were originally composed for 
clarinet and piano, optional parts for violin or 
viola were provided. Needless to say, the differ- 
ences in these instruments enabled them to lend 
strikingly varied character to the music. 


The present recording with the violinist, Wil- 
liam Primrose, and the pianist, William Kapell, 
represents the first collaboration of these artists. 
The interpretation is excellent in every way, as 
is the technical quality of the recording. The 
present recording easily surpasses an earlier ver- 
sion by Samuel Lifschey and Egon Petri, by virtue 
of a technically superior performance. No record- 
ing of the original version is available at the 
present time.

The numbering of Dvorak's Symphonies has 
been a source of considerable confusion with regard 
to the order in which they were composed and 
the numbering. The Symphony No. 3 is actually 
the fifth in order of composition being composed 
in 1875, although it was not published until many 
years later. Originally listed as Op. 24, it is now 
known as Op. 76, It is difficult to say what has 
caused conductors to neglect this work, for it 
contains many forceful ideas and there is much 
that is outstanding. There is a certain kinship with 
Schubert and Mendelssohn in many sections, but 
Dvorak's own national feeling is uppermost through 


out. The orchestration is full of ihose delightf € 


details so characteristic of the Czech composer. 
The dedication is to the great conductor Hans von 
Bülow.

The present performance fills a gap in the 
recorded Dvorak repertory. Until the present re- 
lease, only the Third Symphony was unrecorded. 
Now all Sl the major five are available in recorded 
form. Although the other recordings (with the ex- 
ception of the “New World" Symphony) were 
recorded exclusively by the Czech Philharmonic 
Orchestra, the present set is a worthy companion 
to those fine recordings. Especially noteworthy in 
the present recording is the exceptional playing 
of the woodwinds of the City of Birmingham Or- 
chestra. The recording is spacious and well 
balanced. 

A vigorous rendition of the Overture to Glinka's 
“Russlan and Ludmilla" occupies the last side.

Cesar Franck chose for the subject of this tone 
poem, the ballad of the German poet Gottfried 
August Bürger, describing the fall of the wicked 
Count of the Rhine, There are four sections to the 
work. There is first portrayed the serene Sunday 
morning, the ringing of bells and the religious 
chant of the crowd. The Count sounds his horn 
and the hunt is under way. Suddenly the count is 
left alone. He attempts to sound his horn. Then 
the curse is pronounced. The infernal chase begins. 
There are wild horn calls. The pace grows more 
and more prec‘pitate until the close. Despite the 
somewhat conventional means of expressing terror 
the work is generally successful. However, the 
listener does not feel too much concern for the 
wicked Count who goes hunting when he should 
be in church. 

The present recording is very realistic, with 
the wild horn calls and the flashy orchestration 
being vividly reproduced. The conductor is ex- 
tremely sympathetic to the score.

There are numerous recordings of Mendels- 
sohn's Violin Concerto listed in current catalogues, 
but none are in stock at the present time except 
this new and excellent version by Ida Haendel. 
The sumptuous recording and the brilliant tone of 
the soloist combine to make a most welcome re- 
lease. Needless to say, the FFRR recording tech- 
nique was used. 
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MENDELSSOHN: Symphony No. 5 in D minor, Op. 
107 ("Reformation") (7 sides) £ MOZART: La 
Clemenza di Tito— Overture (| side). London 
Philharmonic Orchestra conducted by Sir Thomas 
Beecham. Four 12" records in Set VM-11041; 
price complete with album $5.10. 


Sir Thomas Beecham's traversal of the "Re- 
formation" Symphony of Mendelssohn is indeed a 
revealing one. An earlier recording by the CBS 
Orchestra under the direction of Howard Barlow 
is easily surpassed by the newer recording. Seldom 
has the London Philharmonic played better than 
it does in the second movement. This recording 
is being released in the United States before it is 
issued in England. On the last side there is a per- 
formance of the Overture to Mozart's “La Cle- 
menza di Tito." An earlier recording by Bruno 
Walter has been discontinued. A thoroughly en- 
¡oyable set. 


MENOTTI (GIAN-CARLO) 


MENOTTI: Sebastian — Ballet Suite. Robin Hood 
Dell Symphony Orchestra conducted by Dmitri 
Mitropoulos. Two 12" records (4 sides) in Set

Gian-Carlo Menotti's ballet "Sebastian" was 
originally performed by the Ballet International 
and later by the Original Ballet Russe. The com- 
poser arranged a suite from the melodious score 
of the ballet. Mr. Mitropoulos performs the six 
sections which are entitled: Introduction, Barca- 
rolle, Street Fight, Cortege, Sebastian's Dance, 
Pavane. The orchestra has been brilliantly recorded. 


MONTEVERDI (CLAUDIO) 


MONTEVERDI: Arianna — Lasciatemi morire (La- 
mento di Arianna). Gabriella Gatti (soprano in 
Italian) & EIAR Symphony Orchestra conducted 
by A. Simonetti. 12" imported record (2 sides), 
No. CET-BB25087; price $3.25. 


Monteverdi's opera "Arianna" was first per- 
formed on May 28, 1608 in a vast theatre of the 
castle of Mantua. Of the opera, only the text and 
the music to Scene VI survive. It is this music that 
Mme. Gatti sings. Ariadne, forsaken by her lover, 
Theseus, laments her fate. The composer published 
the aria separately and also arranged it es a five 
part madrigal. In addition, he adapted it to a 
sacred text, 


Mme. Gatti gives a profoundly moving inter- 
pretation of this poignant score. The recording is 
excellent throughout.

Fiordiligi's great aria and rondo from the 
second act of "Cosi fan tutte” is sung in an ex- 
cellent English translation by Joan Cross. Miss 
Cross possesses a big voice which is used with 
intelligence and style. The result is a very pleasing 
record. The balance between the orchestra and 
the voice is good throughout. This is the only 
isolated record of this aria available at the present 
time. It might be pointed out that this is the aria 
Beeihoven used for the model of Leonore's big 
aria in "Fidelio."

Purcell's music for “Abdelazar was written 
for the 1695 revival of the play by Mrs. Aphra 
Behn (originally produced in 1677). The selections 
include: Overture, Rondeau, Air I, Air Il, Minuet, 
Air Ill, Jig, Hornpipe, Air IV. All the orchestral 
music is contained in this recording. An aria "Lu- 
cinda is bewitching fair is not included, for it 
requires a voice. Mr. Fendler and Vox are to be 
commended for recording this important score. 
The recording is excellent throughout. Incidentally, 
the Air No. 3 (in G minor) was used by Mr. 
Barbirolli in his Suite for Strings (VM-533).

The instrumentalists are 
all well known musicians, who have blended their 
talents to achieve a first-rate chamber performance. 
On the last side, Mr. Cockerill plays a finely 
modulated version of the Debussy Arabesque.

Novaes has received 
excellent recording, and the performance deserves 
nothing but praise. e 


SCHUBERT (FRANZ)

There have been some changes in the per- 
sonnel of Philharmonia Quartet. Henry Holst, 
Ernest Element, Herbert Downes and Anthony Pini 
are the present members. The changes do not seem 
to have affected the quality of the playing, for 
there have seldom been performances to match 
the present one. 


This was the only quartet published during 
Schubert's lifetime. It is also one of his greatest. 
The serene second movement uses the theme which 
appears in the ballet music for "Rosamunde" and 
also in one of the Impromptus. The work was 
written during a period of depression as a result 
of his fatal illness. It has long needed adequate 
recording, for the existing version, by the Buda- 
pest Quartet, is several years old. The present 
version definitely fills the gap, for the recording 
is among the finest of contemporary chamber 
music performances. 


SCHUBERT: Symphony No. 9 in C major (Old B. 
& H. No. 7). Philharmonic-Symphony Orchestra 
of New York conducted by Bruno Walter. Six 
12" records (12 sides), in Set CM-679}: price 
complete with album $7.35. 

Neither of the existing versions of the Schu- 
bert "Great" C major Symphony are completely 
satisfying from the point of view of recording. 
The present version is excellent as a recording and 
the performance is one of Bruno Walter's finest 
interpretations. The newer recording is generally 
more vital than the earlier Victor recording, plus 
the advantage of the fine orchestra at his dis- 
posal. All in all, this is the best version to be 
obtained today. ë

Stravinsky composed his Symphony in Three 
Movements at his home in Hollywood, California, 
in 1945 especially for the Philharmonic-Symphony 
Orchestra of New York, and conducted that or- 
chestra in the world premiere of the work on 
Jan. 24, 1946. This is the composer's third real 
symphony, if one is to exclude his "Symphonie des 
"Psaumes" and Symphonies for Wind Instruments." 
lt was preceded by an early Symphony (1907) and 
the more recent Symphony in C major (1940). 


The first movement is marked "Overture" 
(Allegro) and is quite reminiscent of "Le Sacre 
du Printemps" and other works of the same period. 
It is a complex movement with an intense rhythmic 
drive. A lyric "Andante" is followed by the finale, 
marked "Con Moto." 


This authentic performance conducted by the 
composer has been recorded with great fidelity. 
This set should take its place along side other re- 
cent recordings by this remarkable composer.

There are several cuts in this large set. The 
nature of the cuts leads one to suspect that there 
was more to the recording than was pressed in 
this country, for most of the missing material is 
missing from between the various sides. The most 
important omission is the beginning of Tatiana's 
"Letter" Scene. In any event, a very substantial 
portion of the score is now available. Of 276 
pages of the score, some 57 are omitted. 


The soloists are of varying quality. The best 
are Mme. Antonova & the bass, Mihailoff. The 
soprano has a pleasant voice, but it is rather light 
for the essentially dramatic role of Tatiana. The 
other soloists are better than adequate. The re- 
cording is by no means new and the orchestras 
sound a bit weak. Yet with all the disadvantages, 
the set may be recommended as the only large 
recording of a Tchaikovsky opera. It is doubtful 
whether this will be recorded again in the near 
future, so we have to be content with the present 
set,

The outstanding feature of this recording is 
the soprano, Adrianna Guerinni, who possesses a 
remarkable voice of great power and color.

The tenor is the weakest 
member of the cast, He has been heard in opera 
in New York, and the recording confirms the im- 
pression of several performances. The voice is 
essentially a good one, but there is little style or 
musicianship present. The baritone is generally 
fine throughout the second act. The minor roles 
are all well sung. The conductor, Vincenzo Bel- 
lezza, is familiar through his numerous recordings 
made prior to the war. As a whole, the recording 
is impressive. The acoustics are excellent (the Rome 
Opera House was used) and the orchestra is 
large and well-trained. This large set is the first 
complete operatic recording made in Italy since- 
the war.
